JUDGE J.R BENNETT 


SANFORD A. HUDSON SENDS IN 


A EULOGY FROM FARGO. 


He Was a Student 
with the Dtad 


Judge at Sacketts Harbor, N. Y.— 
Also a Former Partner—Lawyers* 
in the Early Days of the Bower 
City. 


Fprgo, N. Dnk..March 8.1900—1 was 


very much pleased to note in the Gazette 
the action of the members ot the bar, 
spreading upon the records ot the court 
a memorial address in memory of the life 
and services of the late Judge John K. 
Bennett. I would like very much to be 
with them anditake part in the services 
at their meeting appointed to be held in 
April, but that will be impossible. 


John Kussel Bennett was one of my 


most intimate and valued friends. In 
the year 1846. we both rebided at Sack- 
ets Harbor. Jefferson county, New York. 
Mr. Bennett was studying law in the 
office of Dyer N. Burnham, Esq.. at that 
place, and he advised me to come into 
the office ae a student at-!aw with him 
under the tutelage ot Mr. Burnham. 
Thinking that it might be advantageous 
to me and perhaps to him, I did eo, and 
found the arrangement quite pleasant 
nnd profitable. Mr. Bennett was ad 
mitted to the b»r at Watertown in May 
1848. 
I wac admitted to the bar at 


Utica in September of the same year. 
Wo then entered into partnership, pur- 
chased a library, and in a few days 
started for the west seeking a location 
for the practice of law. 
We visited sev- 


eral places in Wisconsin, including Mil- 
waukee, where we spent several days. 
Hearing of Janesville as a bright, lively 
town, we went there, arriving about the 
middle of 
October, 
Finding things 


looking quite favorable there, we 
con- 


cluded to stay and rented an office, set ___ „ m _ u 
up our library which wo brought with gnlee nre |iruitecj o 
us, and put out the sign of "Bennett <t scftrcity Of goods. 
Hudson. Attorneys-at-Law."

Janesville then had a population ot 


about two thousand, and fast increasing. 
Levi Alden was publishing the Janes- 
ville Gazette and working out his paper 
upon a hand press, (which was pretty 
alow business as jpa look at it now. 
Judge E. V. Whiton 
was 
upon 
the 


bench, tha first judge of the Twelfth 
Judicial Circuit. John Nichols 
was 


clerk of the court, Hiram Taylor, dis- 
trict attorney and Kobert Oowen was 
sheriff. 
There were fourteen lawyers in 


practice there at that time. 
They were 


David Noggle and Moses S. Prichard. 
practicing under the name of Noggle & 
Prichard, A. Hyatt Smith, Charles H. 
Parker and Charles S. Jordan as Smith, 
Parker A Jordan. 
Joseph A. Slseper 


and David I. Daniels as Sleeper A*Dan- 
iels- 
Practicing alone 
were 
Isaac 


Woodle, James Armstrong, Hiram Tay- 
lor, William Truesdell, Alexander Gray, 
Franklin Kimball and Justus Allen. Of 
all these persons herein corned the only 
ones now living are Joseph A. Sleeper 
of Chicago, and the writer. The part- 
nership of Mr. Bennett and myself ter- 
minated in about four years. Mr. Ben- 
nett then went in with William Trues- 
dell and Oharlos S. Jordan under the 
firm name of Trusdoll, Jordan & Ben- 
nett. This did not Inst long. 
He after- 


wards was associated with some other 
members of the bar in practice. 


John K. Bennett was a strong, in- 


cisive critical jurist. He was a thorough 
lawyer and in love with his profession, 
and was entirely satisfied to be such 
without mingling in any other occupa- 
tion or profession. He was n kind, gen- 
erous noble-hearted 
gentleman. I feel 


under great obligati6os to him for the 
many kindnesses extended to 
noe from 


the time I first knew him until I re- 
moved from the state to North Dakota 
in 1881. 
Ho possessed many qualities 


of head and heart that the younger 
members of the bar would do well to 
emulate. 
Mr. Burnham, in whose office 


we studied law, was a believer in the 
religious tenets of Emanuel Swedenborg 
and took some pains to disseminate 
them. 
He had a library in his office ad- 


vocating the views of Swedenborg. 
Mr. 


Bennett embraced those doctrines and I 
think held them the remainder of his 
life.

ARE STILL IN 
A QUANDARY.

Washington, March 12.—The more 


the senators try to amend the Puerto 
Rican bill the more complicated be- 
comes the situation. Western senators 
are offering amendments to wipe out 
the tarift feature of the bill, and such 
•high protectionists as Senator Piatt 
of Connecticut are striking out 
the 


whole Fornker bill providing a civil 
government for the island, and leave 
only the tariff feature as it was in the 
house bill. 


One reason for trying to get the 


house bill through the senate In the 
sarr.o form it passed the house is the 
danger of sending it lip.ck to that body 
with amendments which will make 
necessary another test of strength and 
a. compromise in conference. Chairman 
Payno and other members of t.he ways 
and means committee do not care to 
make this fight again, as they i'ear 
the.v will lose some of the votes won 
over by the president for the bill a 
week ago. 
These converts are show- 


ing signs of backsliding, and it would 
be dangerous to send the bill to the 
house 
again, 
especially 
while 
the 


country is showing such hostility to 
it. 


But should the friends of the tariff 


bill try to pass it in the senate and 
sacrifice the civil government provi- 
sions, they would have to reckon with 
Senator 
Foraker. chairman of the 


committee on Puerto Rico, who is 
very much in earnest in his effort to 
provide a government for Puerto Rico, 
sincl cares littlo for the tariff provi- 
sion whiah has been' added to his bill 
as an amendment. 
He realizes that 


the objections urged against his bill 
Tjy the. press and public are objections 
to nothing he wrote into the bill or 
cared to have there, but are all leveled 
-at the tnriff feature. 
As chairman 1 of 


the committee in charge of the bill he 
must defend it as a whole, but he 
would not he heartbroken if the tariff 


' feature were defeated and the bill left 
1'rse from such embarrassme.it. 


The high-tariff men threaten to tear 


the Foraker bill to pieces later on in 
the consideration, but they marie the 
same threats against the Hawaiian 
bill, as the.v objected to giving those 
islands a civil government with a del- 
egate in congress. 
Senator Platt of 


Connecticut was the leader in that ef- 
fort to punch the Hawaiian bill full of 
holes, and he is the leader in the ef- 
fort to "tear the Foraker 
bill to 


pieces." 
He failed in the former at- 


tempt because the other senators dis- 
covered that public sentiment \vas in 
favor of giving Hawaii a civil govern- 
ment as liberal as that of other terri- 
tories, and these senators have found 
that public sentiment is in favor of 
treating Puerto Rico fairly and giving 
the island a territorial government 
without any tariff taxation between it 
and this country. 


The debate on the Puerto Rican bill 


•will continue through this and several 
succeeding weeks before there is any 
attempt to change it in the senate, 
though, as has been stated before, the 
members of the steering committee 
are daily trying to tind some com- 
promise that will satisfy all parties 
unri be satisfactory to the country. 
They are almost hopeless of finding 
any way to retain the tariff amend- 
ment and make the bill acceptable to 
the public. 


The senate will continue to give at- 


tention to the Quay resolution this 
week, with a possibility.that there may 
be a diversion in favor of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty and Senator Mason's 
Boer resolution. 


Mr. Mason says it is his purpose to 


call up his resolution and to get a vote 
upon it if possible. Senator Davis has 
expressed an intention to ask the sen- 
ate to take up the treaty during the 
latter part of the week, but Senator 
Foraker, in charge of the Puerto Rican 
bill, expresses confidence ttvat Senator 
Davis will not bring the treaty forward 
at a time to embarass the Puerto Ri- 
•can measure. 


The week in the house promises to 


be rather dull. 
Today the contested 


election case of Wise vs. Young, from 
the Second Virginia district, which has 
boon debated for two days, will be vot- 
eil upon . Tuesday the conference re- 
port upon the financial bill will be dis- 
posed of. The remainder of the week 
wili be devoted to appropriation bills, 
of which two have been reported to the 
house, the army and the District of 
Columbia bills.

Washington, March .12.—The March 


report of the.statistician of the depart- 
ment of 
agriculture will 
show the 


amount of wheat remaining in farm- 
ers' hands on March 1 to have been 
about 158,700.000 bushels, or 29 per 
cent of last year's crop, as compared 
with 198,000,000 bushels, or 20.3 per 
cent of the crop of 1S9S on hand March 
1, 1S99. 


The corn in fanners' hands is esti- 


mated at 77;i.700,000 'bushels, or 37.2 
per cent of last year's crop, against 
800,500,000 bushels, or 41.5 per cent, of 
the crop of 189S on hand on 'March 1, 
1899. 
The proportion of tlie total crop 


of last year shipped out of the country 
where grown is estimated at 16.8 per 
cent, or about 348.000,000 bushels. The 
proportion of the total crop of last 
year that was of a merchantable stand-- 
ard is estimated at S6.9 per cent. 


Of oats, there were reported to be 


about 290.900.000 bushels, or 36.5 per 
cent, of last year's crop still in farm- 
ers' hands, as compared with 283,000,- 
000 bushels, or 3S.7 per cent, .of the 
crop of 189S on hand on March 1, 1S99.

Owing, how- 
ever, to the admirable conduct o!! the 
troops they were unable to prevent us 
from reaching our destination. 
1 can- 


not get the precise number of casual- 
ties before 1 march, hut will communi- 
cate them as soon as possible. The 
Koers suffered heavily. 
One hundred 


and two of their dead were left on the 
ground. 
We captured about twenty 


prisoners. 


"The 
following telegram has been 


addressed by me to their honors, the 
presidents of the Free State and the 
South African republic: 
'Another in- 


stance having occurred of gross abuse 
of the white flag and of the signal of 
holding up the Hands in token on sub- 
mission, it is my duty to inform your 
honors that 
if 
such occurs again I 


shall most reluctantly be compelled to 
order my troops to disregard the white 
Itag entirely. 
The Instance occurred 


on a kopje east of Dreifontein last 
night. It was witnessed by several of 
my own staff as well as by myself, and 
resulted in the wounding of several of! 
my officers and men. A large quantity 
of explosive bullets of three different 
kinds were 
found 
in Gen. Crouje's 


laager, and after engagements with 
your honors' troops. Such breaches of 
the recognized usages of war and the 
Geneva convention are a disgrace to 
any civilized power. 
A copy of this 


telegram has been sent to my govern- 
ment, with a request that it may be 
communicated to all neutral powers.' " 


Aasvogel Kop, Orange Free State, 


March 11.—Since dawn this morning 
the British have been collecting Boers 
•who were killed or wounded at Drei- 
fontein. 
The dead were 
buried 
in 


groups, one numbering thirty-seven, 
another twenty-three and a third for- 
ty-three. 


They had mostly been killed by the 


shrapnel fire that was directed against 
a long hillside that was subsequently 


' taken by the Welsh battalion. 
The 


ambulances found seventy dead else- 
where. 


The British say their losses at Drei- 


fontein were caused mostly by. flagrant 
treachery on the part of the Boers. 
Geii. Roberts at once gave orders that 
if such an act was repeated his troops 
should show absolute disregard 
for 


•white flags during action. He also de- 
nounced the act to the Boer leaders. 


Upon reaching the deserted Boor po- 


sitions an ambulance' of explosive soft- 
fcosed and slit-nosed ammunition was 
found. 


Dreifontein, March 11.—The army 


left Poplar Grove yesterday morning. 
At 10 o'clock the cavalry unexpectedly 
found the kopjes at Dreifontein, eight 
miles south of Abraham's drift, occu- 
pied strongly by the enemy. They im- 
mediately attempted to outflank the 
Boers, moving forward under u. heavy 


. shell and Maxim-Vicker gun fire, but 


leaving behind a thin containing line. 


The Second brigade pushed 
south, 


finding the enemy's position to be of 
great strength. 
The Sixth division 


(Kelly-Kenny's) 
arrived 
at 1:30 


o'clock. The Thirteenth brigade, led 
by the Buffs, and the Eighteenth bri- 
gade, headed by the Welsh battalion, 
proceeded to clear tiie kopjes under sa 
hot, bewildering fire. 


The Boers succeeded in doubling on 


the British, whom they enfiladed from 
the eastern and southwestern kopjes 
near the 
main ridge. 
The artillery 


made magnificent practice, though the 
British guns were outranged by two 
Elswick twelve-pounders. 
The Ninth 


division (the guards), arrived 
at 
4 


o'clock, but was too late to take part 
in the fighting. The enemy lost many 
horses and left two dead and several 
wounded behind them. 


The incident was small as regards 


the number of troops employed, but it 
was very creditable to the British. 


The mobility of the Boers in han- 


dling their guns was more remarkable 
than ever. 
The 
New South Wales 


mounted infantry gallantly but unsuc- 
cessfully attempted to capture a gun. 


.Later reports state that the Boers 


liave entirely disappeared, but an en- 
gagement today is not unlikely. Not- 
withstanding the strong positions in 
the kopjes, it is probable that they will 
not be able to prevent the British ad- 
vance.

British I,o»»e» In the Witr. 


London. March 12.—The latest offi- 


cial figures of casualties in South Af- 
rica show that the British total in 
killed, wounded and missing is 14,636, 
to which about 70 are acldable. 
Ac- 


cording to the latest official figures, of 
565 officers and 7,108 men wounded, 
only 347 died, and of a total ot 2,900 
.deaths, only about 800 were dua to 
disease. 


One Million for the Iloon. 


New York, March 12.—The National 


Boer Relief Fund association, which

NEW USE FOR COAL DUST. 


Somebody Apparently Selling It Widely 


In I'imM) of Atitltiioiiy. 


A rural chemist ha» acuidtrUyiy' dis- 


covered a curicus cuss ot adiiiLurattim, 
or, more accurately, of substitution in 
the matter of a drug commonly sold in 
pharmacies, rural 
and 
uv'jan. 
The 


drug is the tri-sulphide ol antimony, 
commonly known as black M'timcny. 
TUe chemist in analysing 
a 
patent 


remedy discovered that the ingredients 
nearly corresponded with 'i^.ose in 
a 


forir.ula furnished by the Agricultural 
department but that coal dust 
had 


been substituted for black antimony. 
Struck with this discovery, 'the chemist 
obtained'twelve samples o* black anti- 
mony, most of them frotn druggists 
in his own neighborhood, but one from 
New York, 
of these, 
only one was 


really black antimony; the others were 
coal dust, coal dust and chalk or coal 
dus-t and sand. 
There is no reason 


to suppose that the druggists knew ot 
the substitution, for therfi would be 
little profit in the deception unless it 
were practiced on a large scale; but it 
seems plain that some manufacturing 
chemist is selling a worthless substi- 
tute for black antimony. Indeed the 
substitute may be sent out from more 
than one factory, for while the dozen 
samples tested came from the eastern 
coast, the remedy in which the sub- 
stitution was originally detected came 
from the west. The New York drug- 
gist who sold a sample of the substi- 
tute does business in a 
fashionable 


quarter where there is a considerable 
demand for black antimony on the part 
of grooms and coachmen, wli^ UHO it 
in the preparation of condition pow- 
Jers for horses. Two other clrugKislH 
in the same neighborhood do not keep 
black antimony. • One of thorn kf:(.'pn 
what is known as red antimony, which 
Is chemically identically with Mack 
antimony though different in uppoar- 
ance.
